Nine — twenty-two — on  shift !  This 
was  part  of  the  football  game 
played  by  the  freshman  elass  in 
their  initiation.  That  was  the  in¬ 
itiation  when  the  girls  wore  trou¬ 
sers  and  pig-tails,  and  the  boys 
wore  dresses  and  carried  dolls.  How¬ 
ever,  this  supposedly  “green”  fresh¬ 
man  class  proved  themselves  up- 
and-coming,  for  on  January  20,  they 
gave  a  box-social  to  which  all  the 
high  school  students  were  invited. 
At  the  carnival  that  year  they  won 
second  prize  in  the  decoration  of 
their  booth,  and  third  prize  in  the 
presentation  of  their  skit.  As  of¬ 
ficers  they  elected  Bud  Fulton, 
president ;  Allen  Heubner,  vice- 
president;  Joyce  Dannels,  secre¬ 
tary;  Donald  Eslick.  treasurer; 
Eleanore  James  and  Allen  Heubner, 
Student-council  representatives.  Mrs. 
Heubner  was  elected  as  room  mother 
and  Mrs.  B.  C.  Cowsert,  sponsor. 
When  Donald  Eslick  left,  Pat  Cool- 
idge  became  treasurer. 

The  year  1940  found  the  sopho¬ 
more  class  with  the  following  of¬ 
ficers:  Vera  Myers,  president;  Bud 
Fulton,  vice-president ;  Eleanore 
James,  secretary;  Allen  Heubner, 
treasurer.  Mrs.  Heubner  was  again 
room  mother  and  Mrs.  Farries  was 
sponsor.  This  year  was  high-light¬ 
ed  by  a  scavenger  hunt,  a  roller¬ 
skating  party,  and  a  freshman- 
sophomore  party. 

1941.  Upper-classmen  at  last ! 
The  production  of  “You  Can’t  Take 
It  With  You”  by  the  juniors  proved 
to  be  a  huge  success.  Reeves  Purvis 
was  president  that  year,  Wilma 
Hersclder  was  vice-president,  Joyce 
Dannels  secretary,  and  Allen  Heub¬ 
ner  was  treasurer.  Mr.  R.  J.  Lloyd 
was  elected  sponsor  and  Mrs.  Dan¬ 
nels  and  Mrs.  Hersclder  were  room 
mothers.  A  halloween  party  and 
a  roller-skating  party  were  exciting 
events  of  the  year.  An  Old  Glory 


theme  was  carried  out  in  decorating 
for  the  prom  which  the  Juniors 
gave  in  May  at  the  Elkhorn. 

After  working  and  toiling  for 
three  long  years,  this  class  had  at¬ 
tained  the  title  of  seniors.  The 
year  of  1942-43  proved  very  de¬ 
lightful  for  this  class.  On  March 
31,  after  two  and  a  half  weeks  of 
practice,  they  presented  their  play, 
“The  Eyes  of  Tlaloc,”  which  was 
very  successful.  Sneak  day  was 
celebrated  in  November  before  gas 
rationing  came  into  effect,  so  that 
the  seniors  could  go  to  Denver. 
Then  there  was  the  prom  given  by 
the  juniors.  Because  of  food  ra¬ 
tioning,  no  banquet  was  given,  but 
a  very  delightful  dance  was  held 
at  Chez  Jay  in  honor  of  the  seniors. 
The  class  of  ’43  suffered  quite  a 
loss  during  this  year,  however,  since 
several  prominent  seniors  left  E.  P. 
II.  S.  Pat  Coolidge  left  in  October 
for  Kansas  City,  and  Irlene  Schnorr 
and  Aileen  Thrailkill  went  to  Den¬ 
ver.  Evelyn  Calmett  graduated  in 
January  and  was  married  on  April 
18  and  is  now  living  in  Texas.  In 
response  to  their  country’s  need, 
six  of  our  boys  have  entered  the 
armed  services.  Reeves  Purvis,  Carr 
Krueger,  Grant  Magnuson,  Jack 
Preston,  Wayne  Noyes,  and  Allen 
Heubner  represent  our  class  in  the 
Army,  Army  Air  Corps,  and  Navy. 
Reeves,  Carr,  and  Grant  left  us 
before  the  year  ended. 

When  Reeves,  class  president,  left 
to  join  the  Army  Air  Corps  in 
April,  Mary  Kohler,  vice-president, 
took  charge  of  the  class.  Joyce 
Dannels  was  secretary,  and  Allen 
Heubner  was  elected  treasurer.  Mrs. 
Dannels  and  Mrs.  Hersclder  were 
again  room  mothers,  and  Paul  Laws 
was  the  senior  sponsor.  And  so, 
after  completing  twelve  years  of 
learning,  the  class  of  1943  will  re¬ 
ceive  their  diplomas  on  the  night 
of  May  27. 
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
